Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

G 'This billfprovides that marriage may be contracted between two persons of the
same or opposite sex and confers the same rights and responsibilities on married
persons of the same sex that married persons of the opposite sex have under current
law. The bill defines “spouse” as a person who is legally married to another person
of the same or opposite sex and replaces with “spouse” every reference in current law
to “husband” or “wife.” The bill makes applicable to married persons of the same sex
all provisions under current law that apply to married persons of the opposite sex.
These provisions relate to such diverse areas of the law as income tax, adoption,
marital property, consent to artificial insemination, inheritance rights, divorce, child
and spousal support, insurance coverage, family and spousal recreational licenses,
consent for conducting an autopsy, domestic abuse, and eligibility for various types
of benefits, such as retirement or death benefits or medical assistance.

This bill will be referred to the Joint Survey Committee on Tax Exemptions for
a detailed analysis, which will be printed as an appendix to this bill.
